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641—155.2(125) Licensing. A single license will be issued to each qualifying substance abuse treatment
program. The license will delineate one or more categories of services the program is authorized to
provide. Although a program may have more than one facility, only one license will be issued to the
program.
The categories of services for which licenses will be issued are:
Narcotic detoxification/chemical substitute, antagonist maintenance chemotherapy;
Assessment and evaluation;
OWI correctional residential;
OWI correctional outpatient;
Correctional residential treatment;
Correctional outpatient treatment;
Medically managed intensive inpatient services: Level IV;
Residential/inpatient services: Levels II1.1, I11.3, I11.5 and I11.7;
Intensive outpatient/partial hospitalization services: Levels II.1 and I1.5; and
0. Outpatient extended and continuing care services: Level .
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
